8 H. Nugent, one of the wbhite
yopresentatives from (hesterfield, pre-
gided, and Cornellus Mimms (colored) was
gocretary, Among the whites present as
delegates or spectators were BSenator
Willinm M. Flanagun, of Powhatan; Dr.
G. L. Dodd, of Pawhatan; R. B, Weisiger,
recently appointed postmaster of Man-
chester: J. M. G. Fitzpatrick, postmastier
of Swansboro’, and E. B, Howle, of Man-
chester,

Mr. Flanagan offered the following,
which was firgt defeated, but later In the
day taken up again, and, after full dis-
cussion, adopted by the vole of 18 to 13,
whic' was afterwards made unanimous:

“Resolved, That, in the opinion of this
convention, the nomination of a ful
party ticket I8 unwise with present econ-
ditlons; and, whereas, It appears that Mr.
Haskins Hobson (who has declared him-
self a candidate for the House of Dele-
gates of Virginla from our district), has
pledged himself to ald in all needed
election-law reforms, and, in writing, has
declared  specifically for such amend-

Some one
suggested ot this juncture that there was
no mere Republican “timber” avallable,
but the name of Mr, E. B. Howle, of
Manchester, was mentloned hy an op-
posing faction. Here, however, Senator
Flanagan moved to rcconsider the resolu-
tion to endorse Mr Hobson, made earlier
in the meeting, nnd his motlon prevalied.
Then ensued a most earnest debate, In |
which nearly every delegate présent took
part, Dr. Dodd's plea was especially
strong. He sald he did not think It pos-
aibla for the Republicans te win, and
when they lost everything was lost. But,
he continued, that were Mr. Hobson
elected, as would be highly probable, as
they would be folned by the Popullsts,
they would get his Influence for a revised
election law.
